The American policy in China has 
been the open. door. If Japan is 
given her way, the door will be 
closed. 

Every impulse of the American 
statemen will be to insist upon the 
open door. But just about that time 
European statesmen, representing 
our Allies, will point out what Japan 
can do for the cause. 

She can send several hundred 
thousand men into Russia by the 
Siberian line, and these trained and 
perfectiy-equipped troops would help 
stiffen the Ruasian troops facing the 
Germans and Austrians. 

But even more vital are Japan's 
shipa Italy has over 4,000,000 men 
but not enough ammunition, because 
she lacks steel and coal. She has 
troops to spare if she can get these 
commodities. Japan's ships could 
carry American steel and coal to 
Italy and food to the Allies. 

TO DEFEAT U-BOATS. 

To pour Japan's tremendous mer- 
chant marine through the Panama

These figures mean that approx- 
imately 725.000 men are now under 
arms exclisive of the navy and 
Marine Corps, to be supplemented 
within the next few weeks by 6587,- 
000 raised under the selective draft 
bill. Of the latter number about 
500,000 will compose the third great 
element of the war army, the na- 
tional army, and the remainder will 
co to fill up the regulara and the 
svard and their reserves.

REORGANIZATION AT HAND.

ganization which it isisupposed Sir 
Eric Campbell Geddes, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, was appointed to 
carry out.

There its no implication of inca- 
pacity against Admiral Sir Cecil 
Burney. whose services'as Admiral 
Jellicoe’s second in command ofthe 
grand fleet, are recognized and an 
official announcement states that \he 
will be employed on special duty.\ It 
is assumed that as his record was 
made in active command he may 
welcome the change. 

An official statemgrt contains the

New Industries Board will 
_ Make Known Policy. 


[BY a. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.-— Prest- 
dent Wilson turned his attention to- 
day to the subject of war prices and 
paid a personal visit to the Federal 
Trade Commission to urge expedi- 
tion of investigations to ascertain 
the costs of producing materials ®- 
quired by the government. 
At the President's direction, the 
commission has undertaken  in- 
quiries to determine production costs 
on most of the basic supplies needed 
for war use, including coal, coke, 
| steel, iron, petroleum, tin, aluminum, 
wire, zine, copper,® lead, cement, 
lumber and their derivatives. Pre- 
liminary reports will be forthcoming 
within a few weeks. 
Announcement of a definite policy 
respecting war purchases and prices 
probably will be made soon. War 
profits will be kept to a minimum, 
and if producers and manufacturers 
evince any great unwillingness to 
supply the country’s war needs at 
reasonable prices, the government's 
power to commandeer materials will 
be invoked. he administration's 
hope is, however, that this never 
will become necessary. 

~ BIGGEST PROBLEM. 

The biggest problem now occupy- 
ing officials studying the subject of 
War prices is the protection for the 
general public. Although the pro- 
posal is meeting determined oppost- 
tion, the administration intends that 
the allies shall share with this gov- 
ernment In reduced costs for: sup- 
plies. 

It Is realized, however, that heavy 
government purchases wil! tend to 
raise prices to private consumers. 
and this presents an obstacle that 
is causing considerable concern. If 
there is any way to accomplish it 
the administgation desires to keep 
prices generally down without resort 
to legislation, some officials believe 
this may be done itn an indirect 
way, when the new War Industries 
Board begins to decide priority of 
manufacture and shipment of goods. 

The war board will meet again 
temorrow and probably will make 
known. a buying policy so far as 
questions of prority and procedure 
are concerned. 

THE PRESENT PLAN. 

The present plan is to consoll- 
date American and Allied govern- 
ment war purchases through the 
Central Purchasing Committee, 
which is a part of the war board. 
In fact, officials of the Counell of 
National Defense for .some time 
have been passing on all Allied con- 
tracts, although the subject of prices 
has been left to negotiations be- 
tween the American seller and the 


The Trade Commission some time 
ago began inquiries into the fuel 
jand lumber industries and data on 
production costs of materials will 
be ready soon. A preliminary re- 
port on steel prices also will be 
made shortiy. Although charged 
only with investigation of costa, it 
is entirely likely the commission will 
make suggestions as to what it con- 
siders fair prices for materials, and 
that the war board will follow close- 
ly its recommendations.

WOMAN WARNS 


OF A SUICIDE. 


Detectives Work Strenuously 
to Learn Her Identity. 


Wealthy St. Louis Man Found 
Mortally W ounded, 


Complained of Nervousness; 
was Affected by Heat. 


A. NIQUT WIRE.) 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) Aug. 17.—Al- 
though relatives of Jordan W. Lam- 
bert, wealthy St. Louisan who was 
found mortally wounaed by a bul- 
let from an automatic pistol in his 
apartments early this morning, de- 
clared that there seemed to be no 
question but that he had committed 
suicide, detectives were working 
strenuously to learn the identity of 
a woman who called the Lambert 
apartments shortly after 1 o'clock by 
telephone and asked the maid who 
answered to see if Mr. Lambert was 
all right, as she feared “something 
had happened.” 
This unidentified woman insisted 
that Lambert's room be visited. 
When the maid said sure he had 
retired and that she did not wish to 
go to the room, the woman said: 
“Oh, please do. He telephoned me 
he was very sick and did not be- 
lieve he could live through it.» Won't 
you go in and see how sick he is?” 
On further urging by the woman 
the maid opened Lambert's door. 
He was lying in a pool of blood, an 
automatic pistol by his side. She 
rushed back to the telephone. “Come 
quick,” she cried... “Something has 
happened.” 
There was no response from the 
other end of the line, but the maid 
asserts that she distinctly heard the 
click of the receiver being hung wp. 
Late joday Y was learned that 
Lambert called up some woman from 
a dewntown hotel about 7 o'clock 
Monday evening and that after the 
conversation he seemed excited. One 
of the employees in the hotel Turkish 
bathrooms, where Lambert remained 
until about 11 o'clock said Lambert 
had complained to him of being 
nervous from the heat and lack of 
sleep. 
In Lambert's room was found a 
letter from his wife, who is now in 
the East in which she indicated she 
was surprised that Lambert wanted 
to divorce her, but that she wads will- 
ing for him to have his freedom. The 
last sentence of her Jetter read: ‘Let 
me add, in a friendly spirit, that 
perhaps if you took more time be- 
fore considering another marriage 
you might be less apt to make a 
grave mistake.”’ 
From another letter, which war 
undated, the signature had been torn 
off. It was in a woman's handwrit- 
ing and one paragraph read: “Ae 
long as a man is infatuated with a 
woman he does not fear the eye of 
the multitude nor the tongue of gos- 
sip ner anything that is in heaven 
or earth, save that he may not get 
her.” Lambert was alive when the 
maid first looked In his room, but 
he died before a physician arrived. 
His relatives sald he had been suf- 
fering from nervous trouble brought 
on by overwork for more than two 
years. To this iliness they attribute 
his suicide.

in steel prices in Japan had been 
spectacular. 


owing to the high prices and scarcity 
of steel materials Japan, like the 
United States, is now bullding many 
wooden vessels. Their sizes vary from 
4600 to 1000 tons and a lew larger 
ones are being bullt. 

Most of them are intended for do- 
mestic trade. Most @f the wooden 
vessels are made of hinoki, kash! 
and pine. American pine is much 
preferred on account of its dura- 
bility. 

Wooden ships of 600 tons there 
are in good demand. They are all 
driven by steam. More than twenty 
such vessels, aggregating 6000 tons, 
have been built in Japan since the 
war, and twenty more, aggregating 
12,000 tons, are now under constrwc- 
tion. Indications point to a steady 
increase in their number as well as 
in their tonnage. 

The big Japanese shipping lines 
are buying or building shipyards for 
eonstruction of new tonnage and for 
repairing their own vessels. In ad- 
dition to meeting the demands of 
the Japanese carryimg trades, Japa- 
nese yards are receiving orders for a 
large mumber of ships to be built 
for foreign interests, 

Detailed figures om the tonnage 
built in Japan during the first six 
months of 1917 and of bottoms now 
being constructed at Japanese yards 
were received here today. During 
the first six months, ending June 320, 
this year, thirty-one merchantmen, 

108,755 tons, were 
built in Japanese yards.

It, 
ef course, could not be considered 
that the prosecution of the war with 
Germany is an emergency of tem- 
perary character, in which it is in- 
tended the National Guard, as such, 
should participate. 

“T understand that the city was 
Paying the difference between that 
received from the government and 
the amount of the city salary of any 
employee attending the traintme 
Camps and prior to their acceptance 
of the individual by the government. 

cannot find any hint of au- 
thority for going further than this, 
but find much authority the other 
way.

ILL READJUST THE 
LABOR BUREAU. 


AUTHORIZED ORDINANCE WILL 
CENTRALIZE POWER. 


Counct] as a Committee of the 
Whole Hears Representatives of 
‘arious Commissions, Who 
Argue in Favor of Proposed Law, 
and Then Recommends it Pass. 


The muncitpal employment bureau 
will be under a new regime as soon 
as the necessary ordinance can be 
adopted and the required number of 
days are passed. Under this ordi- 
nance the various departments are 
specifically provided for, chief clerks 
for each are arranged i (for, 
there is to be a general superintend- 
ent, to which each of these clerks 
shall be responsible. Centralization 
of authority is the motif of the new 
law. 

The hearing before the commit- 
tee of the whole yesterday brought 
out an attendance of people repre- 
senting various commissions, and 
they all spoke in favor of the pro- 
posed ordinance, and set forth the 
excellent work that has been accom- 
plished by the burean, but urged 
that can be made far more effi- 
cient by the changes proposed. 

Ben Pearson, who is a member of 
the Industria! Commission, present- 
ed a report showing that since the 
opening of the bureau in January of 
1914 it has placed 144,175 people 
in positions, at a cost of $567,277.18, 
whereas the cost through private 
agencies would have been $296,492.- 
$i—showing that the service had 
been performed by the city for 19 
per cent. of the amount that would 
have been required through private 
agencies. 

There was a general discussion 
of labor conditions, and it was 
shown that, while there is a crving 
demand for men to work on ranches, 
many of the unemploved will not go 
out of the city for positions. 

The proposed ordinance will in- 
crease the cost of the department 
$360 a vear.

An unusual angle involving the es- 
tate of Mrs. Sarah C. Rounds, who 


died December &, 1915, leaving prop- 
erty valued at $41,300, developed in 
connection with the probating of the 
will.

CITY BUYING WATER. 


Two More. Private Systems will be 
Formally Taken Over as Soon 
as Papers are Prepared. 

Reet Growers will Go 
Dry for a Time. 


Action taken by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission yesterday afternoon 
provides for two more private water 
systems coming under the control of 
the city water department. Authori- 
zation was given to Acting President 
Erkenbrecher and Secretary Vroo- 
man to sign the contract for the pur- 
chase of the Colegrove watet system 
for $2400 and to obtain the neces- 
sary permission for this transfer 
from the State Railroad Commission. 

As a matter of fact, the city is 
now in control of this system, pend- 
ing the carrying out of the legal 
steps. The city water was diverted 
into the Colegrove mains last Sat- 
urday. 

An offer from C. G. Smith to turn 
over to the city, without compensa- 
tion, the water system in the DuRay 
Place tract was accepted, and city 
water will at once be served there. 

Chief Engineer Mulholland has 
issued orders that beet raisers and 
growers of field crops in the San 
Fernando Valley must refrain m 
using water for irrigation until the 
owners of citrus and other groves 
needing irrigation have had service 
on these lands, as some of the 
groves have suffered during the tem- 
porary suspension of water while 
breaks in the aqueduct were being 
repaired. Within two or three days 
there will again be an abundance of 
water for all kinds of irrigation, as 
11,000 inches is running into the San 
Fernando reservoir.

Registrar Salary Suit, 
but Law is Hazy. 


Court Itcelf Urges that an 
Appeal be Taken. 
Question at Issue is, What is 
an Incumbent? 


David B. Lyons won his conten- 
tion before Judge Finlayson yester- 
day that, being the incumbent of 
the office of Registrar of Voters, he 
is entitled to his salary, which has 
been held up by litigation. But, 
though he won his battle, other 
looms up in the offing becailse George 
Cryer, attorngy for R. P. Benton, a 
taxpayer, who sought to have 
County Treasurer Hunt restrained 
from paying Mr. Lyons the salary, 
will appeal from Judge Wellborn’'s 
judgment. 

Mr. Benton contends that Mr. 
Lyons, by absenting himseif from 
the State without permission of the 
Board of Supervisors, caused the of- 
fice of Registrar of Voters to be- 
come automatically vacant. Mr. 
Lyons claims that armed guards 
prevented him from taking posses- 
sion. The question then was argued: 
what is an incumbent? 

Judge Weliborn denied the injunc- 
tion sought, dissolved the temporary 
restraining order and gave judgment 
in favor of Mre Lyons. The liatter 
was represented by Attorney Beards- 
ley. Deputy County Counsel Murphy 
acted for County Treasurer Hunt. 

The court recommended that an 
appeal be taken, inasmuch as the 
law was doubtful. Early decisions 
favor Mr. Lyons. but later cases are 
said to be the other way. An in- 
cumbent of an office. the law is de- 
clared to hold, is one who not only 
holds legal title, but is in actual 
possession of the office. 

Mr. Lyons intervened itn the suit 
and asked for a writ of mandate. 
The court ordered the writ to issue, 
but held up the order until notice 
from judgment was 
filed.
